EASY-GOING DUBLIN,

“ Dublin is the same old easy-going place. 
The trains, the trams, the stebdte’ sii the 
hotels show little change. Of course, there 
are a number of new buildings here that look 
very well, but these are the only evidence 
that the city has undergone a change. 
must say I was very young when I left, and 
at that time I used to think the streets were 
very wide. But now, being so accustomed to 
Johapnesburg, which is an up-to-date city, 
I think the streets of Dublin are very quaint 
and far from being busy. That is my first 
impression, but I may see something” to 
change my opinion before I leave.” 

COUNTRY OF POSSIBILITIES. 

“ Yes,” he said, in answer to a question, 
‘South Africa is a country of great possi¥ 
bilities for the emigrant. It is no ase, how- 
ever, unless you have £1,500 or £2,000 to 
invest. An ordinary’ workman cannot com- 
pete against the native kaffirs, who work for 
very small pay. Taxation is very light, and 
good markets are easy of access.” 

Mr. Myerson is the only member of the 
party of 104 who came to Ireland. The 
travelled through Germany. France; Holland, 
Belgium, England and Scotland. Many of 
them expressed regret at not being able to 
come to Ireland, and said that they would 
willingly have omitted one of the Continental 
countries from the itinerary to. see the Irish 
Free State. They intend to have a, further 
tour im 1929, when the delegates hope to visit 


Ireland. 
STUDYING CONDITIONS. 

The present tour was organised under the 
auspices of the South African National 
Union, which was formed by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir Pieter Stewart-Bam in 1908, after 
the South African Products’ Exhibition, 
which was held in London the previous year. 
In 1925 the first series of tours was in- 
augurated by the Union, and was availed of 
bh» about ‘sixty South African farmers, who 
toured Great Britain, Ireland and parts of 
the Continent.. This was followed last year 
by a tour of South Africa, in which a party 
of one hundred British and Irish farmers and 
one Dutch farmer participated. The present.

ments were taken over by the South African 
National Union, which was assisted in the

constantly decreasing, part of the reguire- 
ments of country people íor strong, heavy 
farm boots, but much of his time is now 
spent. in repairing the machine-made article. 
In the larger towns, on the other hand, there 


is a small, but steady, demend for high-class 


hand-sewn boots made to order. 

In most: cases country shoemakers obtain 
the uppers already cut and sewn from fae- 
tories in Great Britain. The raw materials 
are usually obtained from middlemen in the 
large towns. Owing to the industry being 
scattered throughout the country this is 


inevitable, but it increases cost of production : 


by tr.a amount of the middleman’s’ profits. 


THE OLDEST FACTORY. 

The oldest factory in the Irish Free State 
was built in Dublin about 1856; one of the 
Cork factories is about 35 years-old. . These 
establishments have kept pace with the man 
changes in boot-making machinery which 
have taken place since, and both are equipped 
with the most modern machinery. 
maining firms. were estaNijshed in more recent 
times. In 1924 a duty of 15 per cent. 


ad valorem was imposed on all imported. 
boots, shoes and slippers, and, the industry | 


has since developed considerably.. Five new 
factories started work—one has since glosed 
through shortage of working capital—and 
existing establishments have expanded.. In 
1924 about 300 workers were employed on 
short-time; now about 1,000 workers are en- 
gaged on full-time. 

With the exception of one Cork factory, 
which produces ladies’ footwear exclusively, 
Irish manufacturers do not specialise in any 
particular class of boot. The Dublin and 
Cork factories are equipped for the ‘pro- 
duction of high-class boots and shoes for men 
and women: the chief product is a strong 
shoe of average quality. The other firms 
produce only strong boots and shoes of good 
quality, suitable for country wear. 
Dublin factory is equipped to produce about 
5,000 pairs weekly, and employs about 180 
workers. The two Cork factories working in 
1926 produced, between them, 280,685 pairs 
of shoes during that year and employed 600 
workers. The remaining firms have an out- 
put of between 750 and 2,000 pairs per week 
and have each from 50 to 150 employés.. 


IMPORTED BOOTS. 

Imports of boots and shoes into all Ireland 
in 1921 were valued at almost £4,000,000.

All the forces of the Presby- 
terian Church—with a few exceptions— 
are arrayed against them on this ques- 
tion, arid*unless a compromise is reached 
there is strong likelihood of a first-class 
quarrel.. It is a matter of honour and 
principle with the religious authorities, 
and they have announced their deter- 
mination to persevere to the end without 
faltering or turning aside, They only 
consider the moral side of the question— 
whether it is right or wrong—and, inspired 
with that ideal, they have unfurled their 
banner.

RESPONSIBILITY, FOR ACCIDENTS, . 


Notwithstanding all that has been: said 
ani done with, reference to the reckless 
driving of motbr vehicles, this. menace to 
human life appears to be growing stronger 
and stronger. During the week-end a 
number of ’bus “drivers were fined for 
speeding at the rate of 30 to 35 miles an 
hour, while owners of private cars ‘were 
convicted of travelling at 45 miles ‘an 
hour on the public roads. Penalties of £2 
or £3 do not appear to act as a deterrent, 
and the appalling number df accidents 
referred’ to by the ‘Minister ‘of. Home 
Affairs last week is being daily increased. 
With regard to the giant “buses which 
crowd the roads to popular seaside resorts 
and country towns, the time-tables of their 
departures and arrivals should be examined 
by the. competent authority to find out 
whether the blame rests with the owners 
or the drivers. ‘It seems unreasonable that 
a driver should run the risk of having 
his licence suspended or cancelled if in 
the exercise of his duty he must either 
exceed the speed limit or be unputictual 
and lose his job. The good sense of owner- 
drivers should compel them to observe ‘the 
regulations, and as a general rule they are 
both courteous and careful: As for the 
motor-cyclist, he.is.a law unto himself, 
and his speed limit, especially on coutitry 
roads, is usually governed by the power 
of his machine. The responsibility .of 
motorists for. accidents is borne out by. the 
statement of Mr. R. D. Morrison, J:P., 
formerly County Inspector for Antrim, 
who at the Lisburn Petty Sessions said 
their Court had more experience of niotor 
éar prosecutions than any other Court in

Mr. Gary’s death caused only a 
temporary selling. flurry on the local 
Stock Market, although rumours of his 
death had circulated before trading began. 

United States Steel Corporation Stock 
opened unchanged at 1318, but as the 
rumours gained circulation liquidation 
increased, and Corporation Stock dropped 
to 1304. Other issues showed sympathetic 
declines, some specialities breaking three 
to seven points. About. noon, however, 
the entire market, which had epened 
strong, resumed its advance. 

Although Mr. Gary died at 3.40 a.m., 
the official announcement of his death 
was not made until the forenoon. 

Mr. James A. Farreell, President of the 
United States Steel Corporation, in a 
statement says :—' Judge Gary will be 
‘greatly missei from our organisation and 
in the steel industry, but he builded well. 
His constructive ideas. of the principles 
of business conduct will remain to his 
great credit and honour. ¢ has left 
behind him a most efficient organisation, 
thoroughly capable of carrying on the 
affairs of the Steel Corporation which he 
so long directed.”’

DUBLIN’S TROPICAL 
DELUGE.

TEMPERATURE BELOW 
NORMAL. 

The meteorologists’ law of continuity 
was well illustrated by the weather in 
Dublin yesterday. Following a dismal 
week-end came a regular, incessant down- 
pour yesterday. The rain sometimes in- 
creased to tropical heayiness, sometimes 
diminishing, but. never ceasing throughout 
the day. The city was visited by a parti- 
cularly heavy shower, at lunch-time, which 


Late on Sunday night the sky cleared, 
but yesterday morning it was overcast 
again with rain-laden nimbus clouds, which 
proceeded to discharge their burden on the 
city. During the day the barometer rose 
sharply, but this is an indication of un- 
settled weather rather than of fine weather 
to come. 

The rainfall recorded from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. yesterday was 18.2 millimetres, and 
from 4 p.m. to 10 p.m. 10.8 millimetres, 
making a total of 29.0 millimetres (1.142 
inches), representing a fall of 116 tons to 
the acre. 

Including yesterday the rainfall for 
August thus far has been greater than for 
the entire month of August last year. In 
the fifteen days of the month ending with 
yesterday the rainfall was 3.359 milli- 
metres as compared with 2.290 for the 
thirty-one days of August, 1927. 

The temperature, too, behaved badly yes- 
terday. It was well below normal, and 
the maximum did not rise above 62: No 
sunshine was recorded for Dublin. 


20,000,000 TONS OF RAIN FALL ON 
GREATER LONDON. 

Severe rainstorms continued yesterday in 

many parts of Britain, as well as in Ire- 


in the morning were, in most cases, greatly 
increased during the day. The total. for 
the twenty-four hours was nearly one and 
three-quarter inches in North-West Ire- 
land ; about one-and-a-half inches at More- 
cambe and between half-an-inch and one 
inch over a wide area. 

More than twenty million tons of water 
fell over the Greater London area during 
the heavy downpour which set in soon 
after mid-day, and persisted with little 
intermission until late in the evening . 

The intense storm centre which has been 
responsible for the deluge is moving slowly 
across the North Sea (says the Press 
Association Weather Expert), and in its 
rear some temporary improvement of the 
weather is: probable generally, though 
some showers are expected in most 
districts, with local thunder. 

Further rain areas are indicated out on 
the Atlantic, so that the end of the long 
spell of bad weather is not yet in sight.

“ TINPRECEDENTED 
WAR.” 


KALININ’S SPEECH TO 
RUSSIAN WORKERS. 


From ‘‘Tae Times” ConRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Monday. 
Kalinin, Co-President of the U.S.8.R., in 
an address to the Congress of Water Trans- 
port Workers of the U.8.S.R. upon the “war 
against the U.S.S.R.,’’ deplored as dangerous 
the tendency in some quarters to minimise the 
probabilities of war. He declared: ‘* By all 
measures, through the Press and through the 
Communist - Party; we -must inform. the 
workers of the whole world that war’ is 
coming, that the capitalists intend suddenly 
to fall upon us,” 
The war, he said, would be of an un- 
precedented nature. Geographical frontiers 
would not play the same part as hitherto: 
The workers of some countries would fight 
as allies of the U.S.S.R. for the defeat of their 
own countries, while the sympathies of -the 
Kulaks (well-to-do peasants) and other 
elements’ in the U.S.8.R. would’ be the 
enemies of the U.S.8.R., and civil war would 
develop. 
Kalinin’s speech was merely a popular 
‘version of the resolution passed in tho 
Plenum of the Communist Party last week, 
that in view of the coming war the Comintern 
must “not only propagate defeatism in 
capitalists countries, but incite the proletariat 
actively to assist the U.S.S.R..to desert the 
U.S.S.R.'s side and work to overthrow their 
own Imperialist Government.

SOVIET INFLUENCE AT 
WORK.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 
A band of insurgents, under Sheik Pasha, 
a Kurdish chieftain, has attacked a Turkish 
village near Telit. The local gendarmerie 
resisted and captured two of the Kurds. 
Meanwhile, the Constantinople newspaper 
Jumhuriet continues to publish articles on 
Turco-Persian relations, and to-day, after 
uoting an article which appeared in a 
iennese newspaper, goes on to say: “Our 
apprehensions that the hostile attitude of 
Persia towards us is due to British influence 
are thus confirmed.’’

BEATEN BY STORMY. 
WEATHER.

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HE first attempt by German 
aviators to fly across the A flantic 
to America in a heavier than air 
machine has failed.

LIGHTNING, RAIN AND 
FOG. 

Mhrosanilháióis, 
AIRMAN'S STORY OF THE 
FLIGHT OVER IRELAND.

From EREUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 
‘We fled through a terrible night, 
stormy and obscured with. impenetrable 
fog,’’ declared Captain Koehl, one of the 
pilots of the aeroplane Bremen. which has 
just returned to Dessau after an abortive 
attempt to fly to America. The airmen 
are now recqvering from the strain of their 
twenty-two hours battle with the elements. 
Thunder, lightning, rain and fog dogged 
their course. 

‘‘ After reaching Nordeney, on our out- 
ward Journey,” Captain Koehl said, “we 
had the good luck to fly between two 
formidable masses of black clouds, but 
immediately afterwards we ran into dense 
fog, so that it was impossible for us to 
follow the Northern coast as we intended. 


IRELAND FOG-BOUND. 
“We, therefore, steered South-West, 
heading for Liverpool and Birkenhead, and 
by doing this we lost one’ hour on our 
scheduled time. We then steered acrcss 
the Irish Sea towards Dublin, but the 
weather we encountered over Ireland was 
in no better way than that over the North 
Sea,. The whole of Lreland was wreathed in 
dense clouds, and we were again forced 
to steer further South. 
“*The wind just played about with us.’’ 
Captain Koehl declared, ‘“‘lifting our 
‘plane and then casting it. down. Twice 
our machine got out of control, although 
the motors and magnetos worked perfectly 
“The storm against which we were 
constantly battling obliged us to use up 
our fuel to an alarming extent, and we 
decided that it was useless to continue the 
strugule. 
“ Therefore, we decided to return, and, 
after leaving the East coast of Ireland, we 
headed South-East and reached the West 
coast of England at Barrow. We flew so 
low that we almost skirted the fields. 


THE RETURN JOURNEY. 
We struck the East coast of England, 
near Hull, and, proceeding due South, we 
passed over Dover, crossed over the 
Channel, and proceeded via Antwerp and 
Wese] to Dessau.”’ 
The airmen avoided all the big towns, 
which explains why they arrived at Dessau 
quite unnoticed. They are all dead tired. 
They stated that during the night they 
could hardly ascertain whether they were 
flying over land or water, but when the 
day broke they found they were over Eng- 
land, proving that their navigation instru- 
ments were perfectly reliable. 
One of the minor impressions of the air- 
men was the brilliant illumination of 
Birkenhead, for which they were exceed- 
ingly thankful after the gloom of the pre- 
ceding’ hours. 


FURTHER DELAY. 

From “ Tug Trmes’’ CorRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

Passing over Hanover, the Bremen took 
a more southerly course than had been ex- 
pected. On reaching the sea, the airmen 
encountered fog, but not the heavy 
thunderstorms with which the Europa, 
farther north, had to contend. 
With the Junker’s L5 engine running 
perfectly, they made their way across to 
England, where they ran into heavy clouds 
and had to fly very low, barely above the

OVER IRELAND.

THE EUROPA. 

Details are now available of the adventures 
of the Europa, piloted by-Herr Risties and 
Herr Edzard, with Mr, Knickerbodier, repre- 
sentative of the Hearst newspapers, as 
passenger. As far as Bremen, he and the big 
flying omnibus G4l, 

nickerbocker, Fraulein Junkers, and some 
German journalists on board, kept togéther. 

As they approached Bremen heavy banks of 
thunderclouds became visible to the South. 
The last minute decision to take a more 
northerly course, because of ' the weather 
reports, had made it necessary to abandon 
the original plan for the G 31 to lead the way 
by means of searchlights, if necessary, acrose 
to the Irish coast during the first night. 
There was no sense in risking the big passenger 
aeroplane over the Nort Sea, and the 
threatening weather led those concerned to 
forego even accompanying the Europa a 
short distance further, and then land- 
ing at Amsterdam. The two machines 
therefore, parted company at Bremen, the 
G31 to ial od the aerodrome and the Europa 
to fly into the fog and thunderstorms, 

A RAPID CHANGE. . 

The weather seems to have changed rapidly 
and the accounts are slightly confused. The 
airmen apparently ran into one heavy storm 
between Oldenburg and Emden, and on 
reaching the coast found themselves in thick 
fog. As they were making their way throagh 
it with difficulty some 80 miles beyond 
Norderney, over the open sea, the pilot tried 
to throttle. down the engine, and it began to 
miss. Further experiment proved that it 
would run satisfactorily full out, but that 
throttling down was impossible. In these 
circumstances the fuel calculations would be 
upset, and the fuel would probably not last 
out. 

FOLLY TO GO ON. 

The fog remained thick and further, storms 
approached, so the pilots reluctantly agreed 
that it would be folly to go on. They turned 
and passed through another big thunderstorm 


back to Bremen. 


NATIONALISTS IN 
SIX COUNTIES. 


WORK IN NORTHERN 
PARLIAMENT. 


SPEECH BY MR. DEVLIN. 


—— 


Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a big demonstration held at 
Celtic Park, Lurgan, yesterday, under the 
auspices of the Armagh County Board of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. It was the 
largest Nationalist meeting ever held in the 
town of Lurgan. Over forty bands and 
banners were in the procession, which made 
a tour of some of the principal streets of the 
town. 

A resolution was adopted, expressing Pell 
found regret at the death of Mr. ohn 
Dillon, and appreciation of his services to the 
Nationalist cause. Another. resolution read— 
“That we place on record our keen spe: 
tion of the manifold services rendered to the 
national and democratic people of Northern 
Ireland by the Nationalist representatives 
who stead the Northern Parliament, and we 
congratulate them on their successful efforts 
to further the cause of an united Ireland, 
and we pledge ourselves to actively assist 
them until their work in this direction 1s 
accomplished.” 

MR. DEVLIN ANO OLD AGE PENSIONS, 

Mr. Joseph Devlin referred to the efforts 
which he and other Nationalist members in 
the Northern Parliament had made on behalf 
of beneficent social legislation. The old 
age pension, he said, was originally five 
shillings, which he always regarded 
as monstrously inadequate. He took the 
initiative in securing the appointment of the 
Committee of Inquiry: into Gla Age Pensions 
which doubled, the pension... That was how 


the old age pensionérs’*stood when*in the 


spring of 1925 he made his appeal to the 
dleckteh of West Belfast. In his speech at 
Celtic Park, after referring to what. had been 
already achieved, he said :— 

“ut IT am not satisfied that anything 
like enough has béen accomplished. In my 
judgment, there should be a _ contributory 
scheme of old age pensions under which a 
pension should be given at 60 years of age 
of £1 per week.” (Cheers.) 

Many, no doubt, regarded that statement 
as little better than a mere mece of rhetori- 
cal exaggeration. There were not so many 
doubters to-day, for already they had 
travelled a considerable distance towards the 
highly desirable goal. At the earliest avail- 
able opportunity after entering the Northern 
Parliament his colleagues and he pressed for 
this boon of pensions at sixty. One result 
was that next. year old age contributory pen- 
sions for men and women at the age of 65 
would be provided in Northern Ireland. 
(Cheers.! The amount of the pension, the 
age at which it was being granted, and a 
number of its governing conditions still fell 
short of what they should be, but at least 
a good beginning had been made, and the 
foundations had been laid for something still 
better in the future. 

WORK IN NORTHERN PARLIAMENT. 

‘Two short years ago the Northern Go- 
vernment had no intention of providing for 
the widow, for the orphan, for insured per- 
sons at the age of 65. Om the contrary, in 
the official organs of the Northern Govern- 
ment it was explicitly stated that it would 
be impossible for that Government to give 
pensions to widows and orphans. We re- 
fused to rest content with this refusal. My 
colleagues and myself carried on a persistent 
fight, demanding day by day, and week after 
week, that these reforms should be carried 
out. They are now on the Statute Book. 
(Cheers.) So much for what even a very 
small band of energetic and determined re- 
presentatives can do in that hastile assembly, 
and against overwhelming odds. This 1s 
part of the policy of doing something. It 
is marking progress. It is helping to im- 
prove’the conditions of our own “people; who 
stand more in need of these social reforms 
than any section of the community.” 

“When I entered the Northern Parlia- 
rent," continued Mr. Devlin, “I declared 
that [would resist.every attempt to main- 
tain an odious and intolerable ascendancy, 
and that, as far as lay in my power, I would 

,see that the National minority would no 
lenger be treated with contumely or con- 
tempt, (Hear, hear.) By these declarations 
I abide. We who have entered that Parlia- 
ment have gone there seeking no personal

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

The retirement of the Nationalist 
Generalissimo, Chiang Kai-shek, is bring- 
ing-an immediate crisis to the Lower 
Yangtse area, including Shanghai, due to 
the precipitation of the race for Nanking 
by the militarists affiliated with the 
Hankow Government, afid the Fengtien 
forces under Marshal San Chuan Fang, 
which latter. forces now are advancing in 
this direction from Shantung. 

General Tang Shen-tse, head of the 
Nationalist forces at Hankow, has now 
reached Kiukiang, about two hundred 
miles up the Yangtse from Hanking, while 
the Fengtien forces have reached Pengpu, 
about the same distance northward of 
Nanking, on the Tientsin-Pukow Railway. 

Virtually all the National forces pre- 
viously under Chiang Kai-shek, have 
withdrawn south of the Yanktse River, 
between Nanking and Shanghai, and are 
now commanded by General Hoy Inchin, 
who was previously Chiang Kai-shek's 
subordinate. Two other Chiang Kai-shek 
subordinates, General Bei Tsung-chi and 
General Lu Chun Ching, together’ with 
Hoy Inchin,-have declared their allegiance 
with the Hankow Government in order to 
prevent the capture of the Shanghai area 
by the Fengtien forces, but owing to the 
confusion at present prevailing, it is im- 
possible to determine the outcome for 
several days. 

PROBLEM OF LOWER YANGTSE. 

Chiang Kai-shek's retirement, leaves the 
Hankow General, Tang Shen-tse, supreme 
commander of the Nationalist: forces, and 
also leaves Wang Chin, Wei.and Tan Ten- 
kai as supremé ‘civilian. heads of the 
Nationalist... Government. at Hankow ; but 
whether the Nationalists or the Northerners 
will control the Lower: Yangtse is not yet 
known ; it depends upon the result of the 
race for Nanking. 

Minor Nationalist officials here believe 
that General Feng Yu-hsiang will now 
advance eastward along the Lunghai Rail- 
way, preventing~the occupation of Nan- 
king, but this has not been determined 
yet. 

Reports from Peking state that Marshal 
Chang. Tso-lin is not hopeful of the out- 
come of the present situation, fearing that 
the unification of Hankow and Nanking 
will result in the stiffening of the 
Southern resistance. The collapse of the 
Nanking Government also creates a 
problem respecting the Nationalist Govern- 
ment’s recent Customs autonomy pro- 
gramme, which becomes effective on the 1st 
of September. 


CHIANG’S DEPARTURE. 
From Reurer's CoRRESPONDENT. 
' SHANGHAI, Monday. 

General Chiang Kai-shek’s resignation 
_from his command has reduced the already 
complex Yangtse situation. temporarily to 
chaos. Foreign observers at Nanking on 
Saturday reported that Chiang Kai-shek 
was far stronger from a military point of 
view than was generally recognised, and 
that the Nanking forces were successfully 
counter-attacking north of the Yangtse. 
They were dumbfounded on hearing from 
Reuter’s representative that Chiang Kai- 
} shek~had resigned. 

The fighting north of the Yangtse, how- 
ever, is at present unimportant compared 
with a flow of Wuhan supporters down 
the river to Nanking. 

, The news from Nanking is very vague, 
but it is apparent that civilians are out 
of the picture, and that the military are 
supreme under the leadership of the three 
Kwangsi generals who, as the result of 
Chiang’s campaigns, have marched with 
their armies 1,500 miles from their native 
province, finally to jetfison their com- 
mander-in-chief as a quid pro quo for the 
action of Hankow in suppressing the 
Borodin Communists. 

DOMINATING FACTOR. 

Some seven thousand Kwangsi troops 
are marching from Wuhu to Nanking, and 
their arrival will enable the triumvirate 
to dominate the position pending the 
arrival of large Wuhan forces, who are 
reported to be coming down the river 
from Kiukiang and Hankow The 
Kwangsi leaders have already telegraphed 
to General Tang Shen-chi, the commander- 
in-chief of the Wuhan forces, explaining 
the necessity of the retirement of Chiang 
Kai-shek for the purpose of restoring the 
solidarity of the Kuomintang and re- 
uniting the Hankow and Nanking 
Governments, and requesting Tang Shen- 
chi's instructions regarding future action. 

The irony of the situation is the possi- 
bility that Borodin is at present in 
Loyang, Shensi Province, advising General 
Feng Hsu Yu-hsiang, who is believed to 
have deliberately withheld the military 
assistance promised at the Hsuchow-fu 
conference in June between Chiang Kai- 
shek and Feng Yu-hsiang, when the latter 
arranged an alliance with Chiang to 
attack the Northerners in order to com- 
pass Chiang’s downfall. It was reported 
at that time that Feng Yu-hsiang had 
telegraphed after the conference to the 
Hankow Government, demanding the im- 
mediate departure of Borodin from China 
and the severing of his connections with 
Hankow. Trustworthy information from 
Loyang is at present unobtainable.

Heavy rain led to severe flooding in the 
Clogher Valley. Between Brookeborough and 
Fivemiletown the road was flooded at several 
places, and at one spot the water was several 
feet deep..

Lord Birkenhead said he thought it was 
all to the good that the followers of Mr. de 
Valera had decided to take their seats in the 
Dail. He had no doubt that some explata- 
tion would in due course be forthcoming as 
to the ethical process. of ‘reasoning which 
enabled men of professed piety to take an 
oath in the. name of. God which they said 
they did not intend to keep.’ 

TREATY’S VITAL CLAUSE. 

There was, however, he urged, a very 
much more important matter, and one of real 
substance. He observed that Captain Red- 
mond, the leader of the National League 
Party, if he had been correctly reported, had 
expressed the hope that the British Govern- 
ment might be disposed to. consider, and per- 
haps to accept, some modification in the form 
of the oath of allegiance as set forth in the 
Irish Treaty. 

Lord Birkenhead continued :— 

“I am speaking in the absence of my col- 
leagues, and, therefore, naturally I am s . 
ing only for myself, but upon this point I 
speak very explicitly. I beiieve that 1 myself 

rafted the existing formula, which, after 
long and: delicate discussion, was in the end 
accepted by the negotiators on both sides. I 
myself would never have signed the Treaty 
had it not contained this clause. I am con- 
fident that none of my fellow-negotiators 
would have signed it had agreement not been 
reached upon this point. 

“ Bo far as I am concerned, nothing in the 
world will induce me to whittle it Nand or 
to allow its substance to be impaired. Nego- 
tiations which resulted in the adoption of 
this formula were very protracted. ta 
adoption involved a conscientious and 
honourable obligation, which was as well 
understood by the honourable men who signed 
for the Irish Free State. as it was understood 
by the English negotiators. 

“And it is necessary to make another 
metter plain. ‘The oath of allegiance as ulti- 
mately accepted was framed consonantly with 
the whole Imperial conception under which 
a number of self-governing communities pro- 
fess and accept loyalty to the Monarch. 
This implication was accepted by the 
Irish negotiators of the Treaty, and was 
reaffirmed by their successors with equal 
frankness and comradeship at the recent 
meeting of the Imperial Conference. 


PRIDE OF BOTH SIDES. 

“‘No modification in the substance of this 
oath could be assented to without a funda- 
mental disloyalty to the whole imperial con- 
we da si and further disloyalties hardly—if at 
all—less. grave would be involved. It has 
been the pride of Great Britain, as it has 
been the pride of the Irish Free State repre- 
sentatives, that each side has: scrupulously 
honoured not only the letter, but also the 
spirit of the bend, 

“ General Michael Collins, Mr. Arthur 
Griffith, and Mr. Kevin O’Higgins were in 
the discharge of their pledged word faithful 
unto death. Mr. Cosgrave has shown him- 
self not only to be a man of inflexible 
courage, but also one of unshakable relia- 
bility. His word is, and has been, his bond. 
He has risked everything in the way of 
fanatical opposition mn order to vindicate the 
faith and dependability of the Irish Free 
State. 

“The idea that we in -England should 
repay the confidence of such a man by sell- 
ing him at a sort of Dutch auction to his 
political opponerts.is so fantastical that it is 
difficult to believe that any rational person 
seriously entertains it. 

“We shall bé as loyal to Mr. Cosgrave 
and his colleagues as they have been to us 
and to their bond. Greater loyalty there 
could never pe,” 


THE STATEMENt WELCOMED. 

‘* Diarist, in the Hrening Standard, says : 
“I think most of us who want to see Anglo 
Irish relations run smoothly will be glad of 
Lord Birkenhead’s firm statement on the 
question of the oath. It is just as well that 
it should be understood at once by every- 
body in Ireland that no British Government 
can even discuss its modification. To do so, 
as Lord Birkenhead very properly points out, 
would involve a whole series of separate dis- 
loyalties. Disloyalty first to the whole 
Imperial conception and to the other self- 
governing Dominions who regard allegiance 
to the Crown as one of the chief links of the 
Commonwealth; disloyalty, secondly, to the 
statesmen of the Free State who signed the 
Treaty and have upheld it with a very fine 
courage; disloyalty, thirdly, to Ulster and 
all the friends of the British connection 
throughout Ireland.

WHAT ARTICLE 53 SAYS.

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Thirteen persons lost their lives and 
nearly forty others were injured jn motor 
accidents in Great Britain and Ireland 
between Saturday morning and yesterday 
evening. The most serious accident 
occurred near Glasgow, where a ‘bus over- 
turned, killing three holiday-makers “ 
injuring nine others. 


OVERTURNED ’BUS. 


THREE KILLED AND NINE 
INJURED. 


Three people were killed and nine injured 
in a "bus smash near Glasgow tas am 
ing. The 'bus was returning from Aberdeen 
to Glasgow, fully laden with holiday-makers. 
When a quarter of a mile south of Condorrat, 
near Glasgow, it skidded on the wet surface, 
struck the kerb on the near side of: the 
road, swung completely round, and toppled 
over on the other side of the roadway.. A 
man, about 35 years of age, and a little girl 
were killed on the spot. The child was 
itravelling with her mother and a young 
brother, who were injured. i

night, when a man named Ritchie, of

AGED WOMAN KILLED.
